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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
applicant argument that reference Benayoun per col. 3 lines 7 to 22 teaches altering the header. Benayoun clearly states that the flow Id 
field is used to determine what label to add based upon the flow-id field. In other words the flow-id field has been read but no where does it 
say that the header has been altered. Next the applicant argues that the Beyoun label is a part of the packet . Clearly in Figure 1 of the 
Label 18 is added to the Packet 16. Col. 3 lines 7 to 23 of Benayoun indicates that the flow id field is within 16 per Fig 1 so clearly label is 
not part of the header and clearly the label is in front of the header. Next the applicant argues that Benayoun does not teach "having the 
selected size of adddress field" The combination of reference are used to teach " having a selected size of address field. Clearly 
Benayoun teaches adding a selected address field and the second reference Fan teaches that the size of the address fiedl can be varied 
based upon the number of nodes in the network per col. 5 line 1 5 to col. 6 line 67. Applicant arguments are not persuasive and the 
rejection has not been withdrawn. . 
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
